YELENA ALTSHUL 
WINS BACK HER 
TITLE IN DRAUGHTS 

Yelena . Altshul, from Minsk, 
needed to win only ten games 
to beat tho former world cham- 
pion of Polish draughts Olga Le- 
vina, at their challenger's series 
In Moscow. With * draw In ihe 
53 rd move, Altshul got 6.5 
points to win the crown. 

Yelena Altshul, 18, Is a stu- 
dent at lha Byelorussian State 
Institute for tho National Econ- 
omy. She has been playing 
draughts since she was ten years 
old. At 14 she won the national 
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Tlio men's and women's events 
Include speed swimming with 
flippers^ underwater swimming 
with an aqualung, and 50 m 
speed diving and relays.

LEICESTER WELCOMES CYCLISTS 


The elite ol the world cyclists 
have flocked to Leicester, 

In Britain, lo vie for world titles. 
Over BOO racers from 39 coun- 
tries were the first to compete 
on the track. The figures are 
quite Impressive, clearly Indi- 
cating the sport's revival In 
popularity. 

Particularly successful were 
the GDR racers who won two of 
the Tour possible golds, Dellef 
Macha repealed Ills last year's 
success by twinning the 4 km In- 
dividual' pursuit race. He beat 
Rolf Holz from West Berlin In 
the finals by 0.16 sec to clock 
an excellent time Of 4 min 
48.14 sec. Mario Hoernlgh, also 
of the GDR, was third. 

Soviet Dalnls Lleplns was un- 
der par; despite the fact that 
last year ha came second, this 
time he only managed to make 
the quarterfinals, 

A new champion was declared 
In the 1,000 m heat standing 
start — Freddy Scbmldlke, or 
West Germany, who clocked up

of the GDR, who is an Olympic 
and last year's world champion, 
was second, with a time ol 
1 mtn 0Q.45 aec. HI* teammate 
Emanuel Raasch was placed 
third. 

Alexander Panfilov, USSR, 
■liver medallist of the Moscow 
Olympics, came only fourth. 

Connie Paraskevin, USA, won 
the finals In the women’s sprint 
event beating her countrywoman, 
1981 speed skating world cham- 
pion Sheila Young-Ochowltz. 
Claudia Lommatzsch of West 
Germany was third. 

The championship was pre- 
ceded by a major event— a Con- 
gress of the International Ama- 
teur Cycling Federation (FIAC), 
whicii elected as its president 
Valery Sysoyev, chairman of the 
Soviet Federation.

OF NATIONS IN THE OFFING? 


Bogota. These axe the most 
Important decisions ever to be 
taken since tbs Latin American 
Economic System was set up. 
this Is how observers assess the 
recent session held by the Latin 
'American Council, the govern- 
ing agency of this organization. 

The Latin American Council, 
whose members Include econom- 
ic ministers from 20 countries 
Including Cuba, have devised a 
Strategy to ensure security foi 
the region and as such for every 
member- country, particularly In 
View of e possible economic ag- 
gression like the one which Ar- 
gentina suffered during the re- 
cent hostilities over Islas Malvi- 
nas (the Falkland Islands) when 


the United Slates and the Com- 
mon Market took tho British 
side and in I reduced economic 
sanctions against Argentina. 

The resolution adopted by the 
session provides for the setting 
up of a Latin American com- 
munity ol nations. The proposed 
community will be examined by 
the heads of government and 
state who are to discuss U In 
Cartagena, Colombia, at the end 
of tills year. 

This organization is to promote 
greater unity In Latin America 
and establish new country-to- 
country relations In the 
Western Hemisphere to exclude 
any form of Imperialist diktat 
and subjugation.
